Roe OR TOP iB ARTAN: 

Since your last report the Library has received a legacy of 
five hundred dollars {from the estate of the late J. H. Dickey. 
This gift, coming as it did from one who in life held the Library 
most dear, is the more appreciated, and his memory deserves to 
be honored and gratefully remembered. 

In September last a meeting of the trustees was called, when 
it seemed best to invest one-half of said legacy, and expend:the 
remainder largely for rebinding. Mr. McPherson has taken 
nearly three hundred books to his bindery. Those beyond repair 
have been duplicated with new books, if obtainable. Those re- 
ceiving his attention are evidence of his faithful work. 

Eleven monthly and four weekly publications have been en- 
vaged for 1898, and judging trom the way these works are taken 
and eagerly read, the time for their discontinuance is far distant. 

Four thousand three hundred eighty-nine books and maga- 
zines have been loaned during the year, making the average more 
than eighty-four each week. One hundred forty-eight persons 
have registered as visitors since Feb. 15, 1897, and without 
doubt several failed to register. The institution now contains 
eighteen hundred sixty-three books, two having been presented 
after the printing of the second supplement. 

With a building of such capacity and durability, 1t remains 
for us to fulfil the wishes of its founder, to preserve its architec- 
tural beauty, to make it the seat of education, and hand it down 
to the next generation unimpaired.

School Superintendent’s Report 


TEACHERS: 

The teachers have proved themselves competent, and deserve 
the thanks of all parents for their faithful work among the schol- 
ars. Although one of the:most difficult positions, -it is one of the 
most gratifying. For a teacher to know that the young people 
have been assisted and aided for the great work of life through 
his or her ettorts is one of the pleasant recollections. 

In all schools a marked improvement was noticeable in_ the 
several branches taught. Particular mention should be made of 
spelling, so long neglected and yet so essential : and it is my belief 
that in future years all who have given extra attention to this 
branch will look back to 1897 with grateful feelings and thankfui 
hearts. 

SCHOOL MONEY. 

The amount raised by tax is $870, the literary fund and 
revenue from dog licenses is $135.06, making the entire school 
money $1,005.06; and so long as your scholars are scattered 
over a territory six miles square, so long as the means remain 
the same and the method cannot be changed, so long as we are 
obliged to maintain at least seven schools and provide in some 
way for pupils located where distance makes circumstances un- 
favorable, you can never expect to receive the benefit -of more 
than two terms of school in each year. 

TEXT (BOOKS. 

The text books’ remain unchanged. The change most 
needed 1s that of geography. Those now in use are out of date 
and do not meet the requirement. The need is imperative, and 


immediate action demanded.
